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1* 4 July there was no organized resistance in Seoul* The North Korean armies 

are on the south bank of the Han River, because of the heavy bombing of the 
north bank. 


2. The leaders in the hunt for anti-Oogonunists are members of the United Communist 
Federation which is composed of 0 omizamists whom the South Koreans attempted to 
re-educate. Large numbers of police and families of South Korean soldiers and 
persons employed by Americans were killed and their bodies publicly displayed. 

"Reformed” Communists in South Korean-controlled areas were rounded up and shot 
by the South Korean army. Approximately 30 were killed at Taejon.
